Fall Sales 


The second Annual Fall Sales sponsored by 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association will 
be held November 6, 7, and 8. The first night’s 
sale, of yearlings and broodmares, with a few 
weanlings, will be entirely of the offerings of 
the Sagamore Farm of Alfred G. Vanderbilt. The 
sale on that night will be held at Sagamore Farm 
in the heated garage there. There will be offered 
some forty head at that session. Dinner will be 
available in the Clubhouse Restaurant at Pimlico 
on that night, as on all nights of the sale. Re¬ 
freshments will also be available at Sagamore 
Farm. Transportation will be provided from 
downtown Baltimore and from Pimlico for those 
wishing to come out to the Sagamore Farm sale. 
Arrangements can be made with the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association for transportation. 

On Tuesday, November 7, commencing at 
8.30 p. m., the second session of the sale will 
open at Timonium Fair Grounds, where the 
majority of the offerings will be stabled from 
Sunday, November 5 on. The horses will be 
stabled in the new Judging Pavilion and the 
sale staged in the Exhibition Hall where seating 
for 1,000 is being installed. The Tuesday night 
sale will consist of offerings from T. Beatty 
Brown, Labrot & Company and the Western 
Kentucky group consisting of Messrs. Henry 
Altsheler, T. W. Garnett, H. M. Bronaugh, J. H. 
White and Mrs. Clyde Smith. Yearlings will pre¬ 
dominate at this session, though a number of 
broodmares and weanlings will also be offered. 

Wednesday morning there will be a sale of 
Horses in Training at Pimlico at 10.30 a. m.. 


including offerings from Charles W. Williams, 
A. G. Vanderbilt and others. Wednesday night 
there will be another session at Timonium, de¬ 
voted to yearlings, broodmares and weanlings. 
Consignments from Greentree Farm, R. Sterling 
Clark, A. S. Hewitt, H. D. Buck, Jr., Mrs. E. D. 
Allen, Douglas and Williams, Preston M. Burch, 
Mrs. Fay Ingalls, R. K. Anders, David N. Rust, 
Jr., Joseph M. Roebling, Joe E. Davis, John E. 
Hughes and others will be offered. 

From last year’s sale many excellent bargains 
were obtained. This year the general class of 
the entries appears to be higher yet than last 
year’s. 

Johnstown Retires 

William Woodward, master of Belair Stud, 
Maryland’s oldest Thoroughbred Stud, an¬ 
nounced late in September that his great horse 
Johnstown, son of Jamestown and La France by 
*Sir Gallahad III, had run his last race and 
would be forthwith retired to the stud at the 
Claiborne Stud of Arthur B. Hancock. Johns¬ 
town, winner of the Wood, Derby, Belmont, etc. 
has given his owner and trainer, genial ’’Sunny 
Jim” Fitzsimmons, considerable cause for worry 
since his race in the Dwyer, his final trouble 
being in the shape of a quarter crack. It is indeed 
a pity that the horse should have had to retire 
at this time, when all horsemen hoped for a 
meeting between the Woodward crack, Challe- 
don and Eight Thirty (which latter horse pre- 
ceeded Johnstown into retirement, temporary at 
least, by a few days following a slightly filled 
ankle at Havre de Grace). 
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Half Mile Track Handles 

Wagering at the five minor race tracks in 
Maryland, during the fifty days they operated 
this summer totaled $4,726,029. Each of the five 
tracks showed an increase over last season. The 
individual totals were:

The Maryland State Fair Board receives one 
per cent on all betting above $500,000 at each 
course and from this source in 1939 the board 
will pick up $22,260.29. 

The Maryland State Fair board will have 
approximately $48,000 to promote live stock 
and agricultural shows throughout the State next 
year according to Jervis Spencer, Jr., chairman 
of the Maryland Racing Commission. 

The half-mile season, which closed recently 
at Timonium, gave the board an increase of 
about $5,000 over last year’s tax income. The 
one per cent tax on the first $500,000 is used 
for premiums at the fairs. 

The last Legislature passed a law requiring all 
the major tracks in the State to pay $4,000 an¬ 
nually to the Fair Board. Tracks at Bowie, 
Laurel, Havre de Grace and Pimlico will con¬ 
tribute $16,000. 


The law also requires these tracks to pay $2,- 
000 annually each to the Maryland Horsebreed- 
ers’ Association. 

In addition, the State appropriates $10,000 
each year for the promotion of exhibits at fairs 
and shows. 

With the exception of Timonium, none of the 
fairs where racing privileges are granted re¬ 
ceives appropriations from the board. Timonium 
Fair is partly sponsored by the State Fair Board 
and is known as the Maryland State Fair. 

Pimlico Program 

With Wednesday, November 1, definitely set 
aside for the third running of the Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial (though the runners here are unknown as 
yet) the remainder of the Maryland Jockey 
Club’s Autumn Stake schedule has been deter¬ 
mined. The list comprises a total of thirteen 
added money events for the thirteen-day meeting 
extending to November 15. 

The seventeenth running of the Pimlico Fu¬ 
turity will take place on Saturday, November 4. 
This event is decided at a mile and one-sixteenth. 
This year’s renewal will gross in excess of $40,- 
000 . 

The trio of endurance races — the Bowie 
Handicap at a mile and five-eighths, the Riggs 
Handicap at a mile and three-sixteenths and the 
Grayson at a mile and one-half, with an aggre¬ 
gate of approximately $25,000, have been sched¬ 
uled to permit entries in all three to participate 
in all three. 

The Riggs Handicap will be decided Monday, 
November 6, the Grayson, Friday, November 10 
and the Bowie on Wednesday, November 15. 

Following the decision of the Futurity, juve¬ 
niles will have two other chances, first in the 
Sagamore Handicap on November 9, and finally 
in the rich Walden on November 14. 

The Autumn sprint features will be run on 
November 3 with the running of the Baltimore 
Autumn Handicap and on November 11 with 
the renewal of the Ritchie Handicap. 

The best steeplechase horses in the country 
will hold the spotlight the second day of the 
meeting with the running of the Battleship, 
named for the American winner of the Grand 
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National, and the nineteenth running of the 
Manly on November 13. 

The Lady Baltimore Handicap for fillies and 
mares has been set for November 8 and the 
Heiser Handicap, exclusively for Maryland 
breds, will be renewed on November 7. 

The Autumn Meeting at the Maryland Jockey 
Club course will offer a distribution of approxi¬ 
mately $175,000 to the horsemen. 

Racing 

Racing terminated its season on the half- 
milers when Timonium closed its gates after a 
very successful meet, all the minor courses hav¬ 
ing had little to complain of this year. 

Major racing started when Havre de Grace 
opened for its fall session. Three stakes were 
decided at the meeting, first of which was the 
Eastern Shore Handicap. This race, which in the 
past has brought out some first class fields, was 
won by Major Ral Parr’s hard hitting atom of a 
Thoroughbred, Victory Morn, a son of * Challen¬ 
ger II and Bright Luna by * Bright Knight (who 
died but a couple of weeks past). Victory Morn 
was just about the smallest horse in the field 
but the way he came on after getting knocked 
about in the stretch showed him to possess 
plenty of courage. The little colt came to Havre 
de Grace with a victory in the Old Colony Stakes 
at Narragansett to his credit and has now fin¬ 
ished in front in five of his eight starts. Guy Bed- 
well, foremost Maryland trainer, saddled Victory 
Morn for his win, having conditioned the home¬ 
bred all season. 

The Potomac Handicap, for second season ani¬ 
mals brought out a fair field, though none of the 
season s first flight was present. The winner 
turned up in Greentree Stable’s Third Degree, 
trained by J. M. Gaver, long known in Maryland 
where his first horse connection was with Janon 
Fisher’s Maryland Bloodstock Agency. Third De¬ 
gree, who beat Porter’s Mite by three lengths, 
is by Questionnaire, by whom also are two of 
the yearlings Greentree Stable will be selling at 
Timonium this fall. 

The final stake of the meeting, the Havre de 
Grace Handicap, was won by the favorite, Chal- 
ledon, who, without question, is the best horse 
raised in Maryland in many a long year. Though 
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Challedon beat little here, the way he performed 
showed him a first class horse, though, surpris¬ 
ing as it may seem, there are those scribes that 
would belittle him. 

Racing moves on to Laurel for the month of 
October with a powerful roster of stakes up for 
decision. 

Thoroughbred Club Dinner 

At the famous old Phoenix Hotel, at Lexing¬ 
ton, Kentucky, on Friday night, October 13, the 
Thoroughbred Club of America will hold its 
eighth Annual Dinner, its honor guest this year 
being Mr. Carleton F. Burke, of California. Cost 
of the affair is $5.00, the dinner being limited 
to male guests only. 

Previous honored guests of the Thoroughbred 
Club have been Colonel E. R. Bradley, William 
Woodward, Joseph E. Widener, Desha Brecken- 
ridge. Senator Johnson M. Camden, Samuel D. 
Riddle and Mrs. Payne Whitney.

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Foxcatcher National Cup 

Winner of the 1939 Foxcatcher National was 
the entry of Emile Pfizer of Gladstone, N. J., 
Farndale, a gelded son of Forerunner and Four 
Fours by Theo.

A Maryland lad was in the saddle, Sidney Wat¬ 
ters, Jr., a crack horseman, bred to the trade, 
and an excellent ride he gave Farndale. The 19 
jumps of the three-mile course were covered in 
the record time of 6.05 3/5, 8 1/5 sconds faster 
than the previous best performance. Beaten six 
lengths was Alvin Untermyer s Wambaw who 
led by a nose, L. E. Stoddard’s Blackcock. Though 
there were 14 horses carded but half went to the 
post, two of them. Toolbox and *The Stag II, 
falling, both being the property of R. K. Mellon.

Record Pull 

A new world’s record for heavyweight pairs 
pulling on the dynamometer was established by 
the Cedardell Farm pair, Duke and King, on 
Saturday, September 2, at Urbana, Illinois. 

The occasion was a pulling contest held at the 
Illinois Agricultural Association Farm Sport 
Festival under the direction of E. T. Robbins of 
the University of Illinois. The pulling was done 
on first-class old bluegrass sod in the east cattle 
pasture south of the Stadium, and the record was 
set by the same pair that set new world’s records 
in 1937 and 1938. 

Duke is 10 years old and weighed 2,350 
pounds. King, 12 years old, weighed 2,000 
pounds. The record established, which is now 
the new world’s record for heavyweight pairs, 
was a tractive pull of 4,000 pounds drawn for the 
full distance of 21 Vl feet, and is equivalent to 
starting for 15 or 20 consecutive times a load of 
51,948 pounds on a wagon on granite block 
pavement. 

This great pair has established new world’s 
records each year for the last three years.

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Eastern Shore Fair 

The first Eastern Shore Fair was a first class 
event of its kind in every respect and too much 
credit cannot possibly be given to the men whose 
vision brought into being a true agricultural fair 
on Maryland’s great agricultural Eastern Shore. 
The show was housed in tents this year, but it is 
hoped that in a few years it will have its own 
plant and be on a firm footing of permanence. 

Percherons were sh6wn by Ernest Bell, Pio¬ 
neer Point Farm, Oldfields Farm, Monocacy 
Farm, Caroline County Farms, and Ed. Derr. 
Stallion Championship went to the Bell two- 
year-old, Belmont’s Silver Hero, since sold to 
Mrs. W. O. Welch of Friendship, Anne Arundel 
County. Monocacy Farm’s Pandora was cham¬ 
pion of the mares. In the Belgian division Cre¬ 
mona Farm’s Putiphar was Champion stallion, 
with Blakeford’s Laboureur de Martinroux Re¬ 
serve, the latter having won Senior Champion 
award. Blakeford’s Beauty de Bergher was 
Champion mare. Repajo Farm of Royal Oak 
and Mountain View Farm also exhibited Bel¬ 
gians, the latter getting Junior Champion mare 
award on Sug Farceur. In the Suffolk classes the 
Timonium placing was reversed in the Stallion 
Championship, the Wescott owned Commander 
of Laurel placing over Hawthorne Farm’s Two 
Knocks Commandant. Hawthorne won the 
mare award on Foxboro June. Maryland owned 
Suffolks were shown from Wye Plantation at 
Queenstown. 

The Pulling Contest, seen by most for the first 
time, drew a great deal of attention, all the teams 
also being new to the game. 

Draft Horses At Timonium 

The past season has seen some splendid exhi¬ 
bitions of draft horses, the best Maryland has 
ever known. This is largely due to the untiring 
efforts of Dean Bedford and Joe Vial who have 
built up the Timonium draft classes to the point 
at which they stand today. The Fair Board’s 
premium money grants have helped no little 
also. 

At Timonium the Percherons were judged 
first with many awards going to State owned ani¬ 
mals.

Parking spaces sold for a quarter apiece, 
yet these youngsters rolled up the astonishing 
sum of forty dollars clear profit to turn over to 
the Humane Society. Betty Bosley, daughter of 
two first class horse people in Mr. and Mrs. 
John Bosley, Jr., won the most points, with Har¬ 
riet Stokes runner up. Included in the classes 
was an Olympic course (3V^-foot jumps) over 
brush, stone walls, wingless in-and-outs and 
chicken coops, picket fences and triple bars, 
finally jumping out of the ring over a post and 
rail with a beer-mug of water in hand. 

The youngsters who organized, ran and sup¬ 
ported this show cannot be too highly praised 
for their efforts.

Narragansett Park

Dear Mr. Finney: 

I wish that you could have stayed over until 
this afternoon to see me win the Narragansett 
Special. I know that you would have been 
pleased to see me defeat those three invaders 
from South America. 

Last Saturday when you were here for the 
running of the James C. Thornton Memorial 
Handicap, I had a heavy burden, 128 pounds, to 
carry a mile and an eighth against Porter’s Mite 
carrying only 116 pounds. After my winning of 
the Arlington Classic, Mr. Brann gave me a 
month’s rest at Saratoga so in the race here Satur¬ 
day Harry Richards didn’t urge me very much 
when he felt me slightly tired in the stretch. 

But, this afternoon, I said to myself as I left 
the barn for the paddock and walked across the 
field, that I would show my friends that these 
South Americans can’t beat me. 

My kind master, Mr. Brann came into the 
paddock, while my trainer Lou Schaefer was 
adjusting my saddle and I know he always has a 
lump of sugar in his pocket for me. It tasted 
so good and I saw Kayak II looking over from 
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his stall enviously. Boy, that Ligaroti was all 
dolled up with fancy ribbons on his mane and 
tail. The bugle sounded and Lou boosted Harry 
upon my back and out we went. The track 
wasn’t as fast as it could be, not like Arlington, 
but felt good. There were only six of us which 
assured me that we would have no crowding. 
The crowd cheered as we came on the track and 
the announcer read out our names and records 
in turn. 

We did not have that long tiring post parade 
of the previous Saturday and w^as I glad even 
though there was ten pounds less lead in my 
saddle pad. The six of us, Sorteado with the two 
other foreigners. Thanksgiving and the girl Bala 
Ormont were only in the stall gate a half a 
minute, Thanksgiving being anxious to get 
away and broke through a couple of times. When 
Buddy Wingfield let us go the three South 
Americans went away in front but Harry told 
me to let them go we would catch them later. 
He didn’t keep me as far back as he did last week 
and I ran around Bala Ormont going down the 
back stretch. I know those three outlanders were 
running their fool heads off out there in front 
and would tire themselves. When we got to the 
far turn Harry said to me "Let’s go now Challie” 
and gave me my head. Boy, that was all I needed 
and I sailed for that leader, the famous Kayak, 
with the great Western record. I could hear the 
crowd in the stands yelling for me to come on. 
So passing Sorteado and Ligaroti both I went 
after the big fellow turning into the stretch and 
really thought that he had more fight in him. 
Pulling alongside of him, I noticed that Woolf 
was driving him with all his strength. Harry was 
just sitting on my back, I hardly felt him. Oh, 
such a deafening roar as we pulled away from the 
Pampas fellow and went under the judges stand 
three lengths in front of Kayak 11. When I came 
back, they placed a big wreath of flowers around 
my neck and gave Mr. Brann a beautiful silver 
punch bowl and I heard someone say that they 
also gave him a check to buy some oats for me, 
about $25,000 worth, $24,600 to be exact, but I 
don’t know whether I could eat that much. But 
then it cost a little for sugar lumps I know.

Vermont Ride 

The fourth annual 100-Mile Trail Ride of the 
Green Mountain Horse Association has been 
completed. Forty-nine horses started and thirty- 
nine finished. It was the largest group ever to 
start in this sporty event and attracted horses 
from twelve different states. Every breed was 
represented, with Morgans, Morgan-crosses and 
Thoroughbreds predominating. One of the 
popular Tennessee Walking Horses was entered 
and did surprisingly well. 

The Vermont ride is probably the severest 
100-mile ride in the country, due to the steep¬ 
ness of the hills or mountains. It also boasts of 
the finest footing and the most beautiful scenery. 
The course is laid over old wagon and ox-cart 
roads, lumber and pent roads, with many miles 
through woods, across fields and through pas¬ 
tures where it is impossible to travel with any¬ 
thing on wheels. The footing is either a soft, 
sandy loam or grass, and the riders have all 
agreed that it is the finest that they have ever 
encountered. It is on these steep hills that the 
real condition of a horse shows up and, while any 
horse in good shape can cover the course in the 
prescribed time, it takes one in excellent con¬ 
dition to complete it without being faulted. No 
horse has ever finished with a perfect score al¬ 
though each year finds the judging more difficult 
because of the improved horsemanship of the 
riders and the better conditions of their mounts.

The Senior Horsemanship Trophy was 
awarded to John Waller of The Plains, Virginia, 
riding Dolly, and the Junior Horsemanship prize 
went to Malcolm Frost of Pittsford, Vermont, on 
Lady Bug. The thirty-nine riders who completed 
the 100-mile course received bronze medals 
given by the Green Mountain Horse Associa¬ 
tion, which are symbolic of their achievement. 

Distance Races at Pimlico 

The meeting opening at Pimlico November 
1 will mark the fifth consecutive session under 
the Maryland Jockey Club’s policy of a ’’stake 
race every day.” In the Autumn of 1937 when 
plans were first announced for an added money 
event every day speculation was rampant as to 
whether or not it would be practical. 

However, the officials of the organization were 
not concerned particularly with its practicability 
as a commercial venture but primarily as a test 
to determine how much first class racing could 
be packed into a period of two weeks. The record 
book listing the victories of Esposa in the Bowie 
Handicap, Seabiscuit in the Riggs, Nedayr in the 
Futurity and Walden, High Fleet in the Autumn 
and Ritchie Handicaps and Jungle King in the 
Manly Steeplechase all of that year proved be¬ 
yond doubt that Pimlico was on the right track. 

The thirteen stakes events scheduled for as 
many racing days at Pimlico this November 
represent the ultimate in fine racing. Every 
effort has been made to distribute the valuable 
prize monies over all the various Thoroughbred 
divisions with particular emphasis being placed 
on the kind of racing which would prove of the 
most benefit to the sport. 

To the horsemen and the breeder the "right 
kind of racing” is quite obvious in the line-up of 
the Riggs Handicap, the Grayson Stakes and the 
Bowie Handicap. 

The Riggs, to be run on Monday, November 
6, is a handicap for three-year-olds and older at 
a mile and three-sixteenths with an endowment 
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of $10,000. Among the high class winners of 
the race since it was first run in 1926 are Cru¬ 
sader, Bostonian, Thursday, Roman Soldier and 
Seabiscuit. The race is very appropriately named 
after William P. Riggs, for many years the execu¬ 
tive guiding genius at Pimlico, known and loved 
by thousands of racing fans until his death in 
1926. 

The Grayson Stakes, at a mile and one-half 
with $2,500 added money, will be run Friday, 
November 10. This race, named in honor of one 
of racing’s finest supporters, who was also a 
director of the Maryland Jockey Club, Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson, was inaugurated last year. 
While a tribute to a strong advocate of endur¬ 
ance racing it also serves to balance the Pimlico 
program. 

The Bowie Handicap at a mile and five- 
eighths with $10,000 in added money will close 
the meeting at the Baltimore course on Novem¬ 
ber 15. Until such time as the Pimlico officials 
can see fit to revive the famous Pimlico Cup at 
the distance of two miles and a quarter, the Bowie 
will round out the Endurance Contests. 

Rarely in the twenty year history of the 


Bowie have the names of any but great horses 
been listed in the one, two, three positions. Such 
cracks as Boniface, Edith Cavell, Esposa, Count 
Arthur, *Omar Khayyam, Display, Seabiscuit, 
Exterminator, The Porter, and Sun Beau can be 
found on the rolls. 

Horse Shows 

September’s shows started Labor Day with 
the St. Margaret’s Church event at Annapolis 
where War Krem and Toots starred for Miss 
Margaret Noyes and Jack Sadler, with Hurst 
Bosley winning the Gittings horsemanship 
class. The Timonium Fair show the following 
Saturday was devoted entirely to ponies. Friday, 
September 15 was the date of the Cecil County 
Breeders’ Fair at Fair Hill where a highly novel 
event was featured, this being a steer riding con¬ 
test, which drew some fifteen local entrants, 
none of whom had ever ridden a steer previ¬ 
ously. The event was a huge success and kept 
the crowd on its toes to the last minute. 

The Centreville Show, held in connection with 
the Eastern Shore Fair drew large classes and 
the biggest day’s attendance at the Fair. War

These two farms have 
two of the largest and best herds of Percherons 
in the country, their combined purebred Perch- 
eron population being around 90 head of 
registered horses. One can see big teams of 
rugged mares at work in the fields any day 
around either of these establishments. There is 
no connection between, or mutual ownership in 
these two farms. They are owned by entirely 
separate interests, merely joining forces in this, 
their first public sale of their Percherons. 

In order to have the service of a real sire, 
Ernest Grubb, manager of Pioneer Point, im¬ 
ported Ormarin from France last year. He is 
black and weighs 2100 pounds. There are few 
Percheron stallions that are as drafty and thick. 
His general conformation is about as good as 
one would wish to find. His first crop of foals 
at Pioneer Point are really promising and stamp 
him as one of the really good young Percheron 
sires in use in these parts. Ormarin comes by 
these things honestly, being a son of Karpathe, 
Grand Champion at the 1935 Paris Exposition 
and one of France’s good sires. The Oldfields 
organization believes in tried sires and have 
pinned their faith on Nikimi and, for use on his 
daughters. Brilliant II. There are more sons and 
grandsons of Nikimi in service in Maryland 
than of any other sire living or dead, and some 
of the outstanding Percherons we have seen in 
our shows in the last few years have been of this 
breeding. This grand old horse is now 17 years 
old but is still going strong and again settling 
his mares after a faltering start this spring. In 
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his prime he weighed 2300 pounds. A horse we 
like, especially in the underpinning, is his part¬ 
ner, Brilliant II. This horse is hard to beat in 
his limbs and joints and is every inch a draft 
sire. In days gone by Brilliant and Brilliant III 
were responsible for a lot of the early prestige 
of the Percheron breed in America. Brilliant II 
probably represents one of the richest concen¬ 
trations of this breeding of any horse in America 
today. His most famous progeny in these parts, 
of course, is Beauty VIII owned by the Huffman 
Brothers, Woodsboro, Maryland. She has been 
a great show mare and is this year having one 
of her best seasons, being Reserve Grand 
Champion mare at the Ohio State Fair and at¬ 
taining the same rank at the Maryland State Fair. 
While no foals by Brilliant II have yet put in 
their appearance at Oldfields, there is every rea¬ 
son to believe that Ken Clark has staked his faith 
in a superior sire for use on the daughters of old 
Nikimi. 

The sale offering consists mostly of mares and 
fillies, there being only two stallions in all. They 
are all bred along lines popular in these parts; 
lines that have won recognition in the local and 
out-of-state show rings. The Pioneer Point con¬ 
signment carries much of the blood of Laet, Sir 
William, Highland’s Ideal, and Clemenceau, son 
of Dragon, whereas the Oldfields pedigrees are 
typically the Lord Nelson, Imp. Killdeer,

Nikimi combination of which so much has been 
heard in Maryland in late years. A pair of im¬ 
ported mares, Orbitale and Piaffe, look good. 
They are probably the best pair to be offered in 
many years for public appraisal. Both of them, 
and others as well, will be equal to strong com¬ 
petition in the shows next year. We saw the 
mares in harness in the fields during the sum¬ 
mer and those of working age are mostly in 
their everyday working clothes. However, they 
are good enough a lot to appeal even though 
some of them are thin. 

Wide interest always attends such events and 
the reason is that over 90% of our farms are 
partly or wholly farmed with horses or mules. 
This takes in a lot of farms, for there are ap¬ 
proximately 2,673,000 farms in the United 
States over 100 acres in size and 4,138,000 that 
are less than 100 acres in size. While draft horse 
numbers are still declining, breeding has in¬ 
creased in late years, the best evidence there is 
that horses are still able to compete with other 
forms of power. Moreover, in the last ten years 
prices of draft horses have been higher by com¬ 
parison than most other products of the farm. 
Of late all horses have taken on a new signifi¬ 
cance due to military developments here and 
abroad. At this time, horse numbers in the 
United States are approximately 10,800,000 
head. In 1914 the number was 21,308,000. 

The Pioneer Point-Oldfields catalog is one of 
the most attractive we have seen in a long while 
and we are told it is available to anyone for the 
asking as both Grubb and Clark are anxious to 
make their initial sale attempt a standout affair.

"Of the 92,923 exported in 1914, 77,995 were 
exported in September, October, November and 
December, purchases and shipments starting 
within six weeks after war began. 

"Most of the exports from 1914 to 1919 in¬ 
clusive went to France and Great Britain. 

"Exports in the five most recent years, 1933- 
1938 have been light, as only 11,434 horses and 
12,607 mules were exported in the five year 
period. What will occur, now that war has 
broken out, will depend on how effective air¬ 
planes and tanks prove to be; but judging from 
recent experience in Ethiopia and Spain, horses 
and mules will be as important as ever, and will 
be urgently needed for transport, artillery and 
cavalry; for they are the only units that can go 
wherever men can. 

"Germany has been building up reserves of 
horses and mules for the past 3 years by heavy 
purchases from nearby nations. Immediate 
army needs in France and Great Britain have 
been filled by drafting horses from agriculture, 
as the crop season is about over. 

"Reserves available in the various countries 
can be judged from consideration of total animals 
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possessed by the respective nations. The latest 
data is as follows:

"Mules are not listed, but are not numerous 
and are probably included in above figures. Data 
for Great Britain are from British sources: the 
others from the International Institute for Agri¬ 
culture, Rome, Italy. All figures are believed to 
be approximately correct. 

"Supplies of horses and mules in European 
neutral nations are limited and most of them 
not readily available from a transport standpoint. 
America has plenty, easily transported, so it is 
probable that most of what purchases are made, 
will be made in Canada and the United States. 
Canada had in 1937, a total of 2,882,990 head of 
horses, but very few mules. The United States 
had on January 1, 1939, a total of 10,800,000 
horses and 4,382,000 mules. 

"No one knows when or how many animals 
will be exported during this war, but judging 
from past history, they will be needed if the 
war lasts long, for airplanes have made it pos¬ 
sible to destroy roads, forcing armies to traverse 
fields. When roads are impassable and mud 
comes,—and come it will,—horses and mules 
will be neded."

As many horsemen also have Aberdeen-Angus cat¬ 
tle, some of your readers may be interested in attending 
this event.

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Training Horses and Mules to Pull 

Bulletin from the Horse and Mule Association 
of America 

Training teams to pull is a gradual process. 
Some horses never have the courage to make 
really good pullers. 

The men who have been most successful in 
contests, work their teams up to large loads, very 
gradually. They usually have a stone boat 10 
feet long and 6 feet wide, arranged so that it 
will pull from either end and load it with about 
2,000 pounds of rock or other substance to start 
with. They generally hitch on to this every 
morning when they first come out and let the 
team pull it for 35 feet. They then pet the horses, 
give them a lump of sugar or a piece of apple, 
then go on to work. Each day they increase the 
load by 50 pounds, gradually building a load 
up until it is all the horses can do to pull it for 
the distance of 35 feet. 

During all these training pulls they are very 
careful to hold the horses squarely together with 
tight lines so that they start off together. They 
are also very quiet with them when hitching 
up, which accustoms the animals to standing 
still until the word is given to start. They are 
very careful to be sure they start together. 

Furthermore, the most successful drivers do 
not whip their horses, but pet and reward them 
with some dainty that the horses like. A little 
lump of brown sugar is as good as anything 
when the pull is over. 

By gradually working up in this way, the 
horses become accustomed to pulling larger 
loads and get used to putting their full strength 
into the load. Good trainers are careful to keep 
their horses shod at all times because horses can¬ 
not pull well unless they are properly shod. In 
actual contests it is necessary to have the horses 
shod as if driving on ice, with sharp calks at 
least % inch long. The front calk on each shoe 
is so constructed that it slants forward on the 
rear part thereof so that when the horses are up 
on their toes, the rear side of the calk stands 
straight up and down. 

Along with this special training the horses 
are worked steadily every day and are well fed 
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to build up full strength and vigor. They usually 
are allowed oats for most of the grain ration, al¬ 
though a little corn and bran may be fed. An¬ 
other good grain mixture is made up of 50 per 
cent oats, 15 per cent yellow corn, 20 per cent 
crushed wheat and 15 per cent bran. Crush 
wheat fresh each week, and mix well with the 
rest of the ration. One pound for each 100 
pounds live weight is allowed when the horses 
are at medium work; but if they work pretty 
hard, 1.1 pound grain is allowed. In other words, 
for a 1600-pound horse you would feed 17.6 
pounds of grain per day. 

For hay, the best trainers like to have good, 
bright, green hay and insist on having some 
legume hay, preferably alfalfa, for about half 
the hay ration. The other half can be any good, 
bright, green hay. Hay allowed is 1.2 pounds 
per 100 pounds live weight when the horses are 
working, or 19.2 pounds for a 1,600-pound horse. 

It is well also to obtain a few 50-pound blocks 
of iodized salt, colored red with oxide of iron, 
which can be ordered through any grocer. Put

these blocks where all horses can have access to 
one every day. The price is nominal, less than a 
dollar. Such blocks contain in addition to iodine, 
small amounts of iron and a trace of copper in 
the iron oxide used to color the salt. All three 
of these elements are important in blood forma¬ 
tion. 

It is well to hold horses out on good pasture 
for a couple of hours every evening when you 
are conditioning them for pulling contests. You 
cannot turn them loose with other horses be¬ 
cause they are shod, but they ought to have a 
couple of hours of grazing on good green grass 
every evening. If you have some small pastures 
adjacent to barn where you can turn the pulling 
pair loose, it is a good idea to leave them out all 
night on the pasture as they will eat more grass, 
sleep better and get more rest than if they are 
tied up in the stable; but it is unwise to turn 
them out together as they might kick each other 
and ruin your chances. 

As to harness, the main thing is to get well 
built harness. Any of the better harnesses built 
will do, but insist on the very best of leather and 
three ply triple stitch tugs. Take great care in 
fitting collars and select collars that are of the 
proper length and width. Many of the most suc¬ 
cessful drivers use oversize collars, and use collar 
pads under them, as they believe this spreads the 
load more evenly over the shoulders. 

You will find full instructions on fitting col¬ 
lars in the Horse and Mule Association of 
America’s book. No. 228, pages 24 and 25, price 
10 cents. Ordinary snaffle bits are all right. Lines 
and spreaders should be so adjusted that the 
horses go straight forward and in training it is 
well to use 44 or 48-inch eveners with 36-inch 
or 40-inch single trees so that the horses are 
spread reasonably well apart, and so the tugs do 
not bind on the individual animals.

August 16. Drove up to Howard Buck’s 
Rocky Ridge Farm at Butler this morning to 
have a look at the young stallion Ned Reigh and 
his first produce, finding them much like their 
sire in appearance and a thrifty lot. The mares 
and foals all showed up well on inspection.

August 17. Was at Winnaford Farm this 
morning, where Chester F. Hockley is complet¬ 
ing a first class new training stable which will 
soon be in use to handle the numerous horses 
now accumulating there. The Glastonbury foals 
are a very pleasing group. One hears of their 
promise from others besides the owners of the 
stallion. The Hockley yearlings were being gal¬ 
loped around one of the large hillside fields while 
we were at the farm. 

August 18. This afternoon I was out at the 
Maryland State Fairgrounds for the annual 
Timonium get-together, when all those inter¬ 
ested in the Fair are entertained by the manage¬ 
ment at the York Road plant. The affair this 
year was held in the fine new Judging Pavilion, 
which has been doubled in length since last year. 

August 21. Drove over to Janon Fisher’s 
this afternoon and there saw the yearlings by the 
promising young stallion Swashbuckler being 
galloped. These are an attractive, even group 
that have shown a marked ability to run in their 
trials over the track at The Caves. Blockade, dual 
Maryland Hunt Cup winner, is in splendid fettle 
and was seen in the stable. With Mr. Fisher I 
went on to Sagamore Farm to inspect the group 
of unbroken yearlings that will be consigned to 
the Maryland Fall Sale. 

August 22. This morning I drove up to 
Western Maryland to the Carroll County Fair at 
Taney town where I watched Prof. Fred Leinbach 
judge the Percheron classes and then assisted 
with the Pulling Contest. The dynamometer is 
very popular at the fairs now. 

August 24. Today I drove to Annapolis 
to look at a few yearlings and to register a couple 
of foals on the way to the pleasant little half-mile 
track in Prince George’s County at Upper Marl¬ 
boro. The plant’s new manager, Joe Farrell, is a 
busy man these days in his new duties. 

August 25. After checking the morning’s 
mail I departed for New York this nooning to 
attend to various matters of business at that 
point, including a visit to the Morning Tele¬ 
graph’s headquarters where one is always sure 
of a pleasant time. Then on tonight by the sleeper 
for Providence, Rhode Island. 

August 26. Out early this morning to 
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Narragansett Park where I spent several hours 
visiting with the Christmas boys, Guy Bedwell 
and several other Marylanders racing there. Then 
to Billy Ames’ office for a yarn with that first 
class publicity man and to lunch with Pat Mor¬ 
gan, erstwhile racing secretary, now devoting his 
time to writing again. In the roomy press box 
we met some old friends and some new, includ¬ 
ing Ed. Cushing, who kindly contributes news 
of Marylanders from that point. Saw Challe- 
don beaten, but not disgraced, when Porter’s 
Mite won the Thornton Memorial in the mud, 
Challedon spotting the son of The Porter a dozen 
pounds. After racing went home with Mr. and 
Mrs. Guy Bedwell for a pleasant dinner ere en¬ 
training for New York again. 

August 27. It was out of the sleeper early 
again this morning in New York and on the 
Long Island with Belmont Park as our objective. 
At Queen’s Village we were met by E. E. Cous- 
sell of the British Bloodstock Agency and went 
out to Belmont to see the yearlings there that 
originally should have sailed a couple of days 
past for England. Having an interest in a filly 
there arrangements had to be made for her fu¬ 
ture care, for it now appears that she will race 
in America instead of England. Then back to 
Jamaica and home for a belated Sunday dinner. 

August 29. A quick run around Balti¬ 
more County today took me to Sagamore for a 
conference there relative to the sale, which now 
appears likely to be staged on the farm; thence 
to Frank A. Bonsai’s Mantua Farm, where I saw 
Petee Wrack and inspected a mare, yearling and 
foal for a newcomer to the breeding game and 
then on to Summer Hill, Charles E. Rieman’s 
home. Here we looked over the lot of Suffolks 
that Mr. Rieman will have at the fairs this sea¬ 
son, finding them much improved in appearance 
over last year and a creditable lot indeed. 

August 31. Janon Fisher was around at 
the crack of dawn this morning to pick me up 
and get under way for the Kent County Horse 
Show, across the bay at Quaker Neck, near Ches¬ 
ter town. Here we found a most interesting show 
to be judged, with well filled classes of breeding 
stock in the morning and ponies, hunters, saddle 
horses, etc., in the afternoon. The breeding classes 


were much improved over last year. There never 
were people more enthusiastic about horse rais¬ 
ing than the Shore people and if the improve¬ 
ment of the past twelve months keeps up they 
will be raising many tops over there. The show 
was held at Brick House, the Kent County show 
having joined up with the Quaker Neck Show 
this year. Wilbur Hubbard and Mrs. Catherine 
Hulett were busy running the affair. 

September 1. After a busy morning in 
Baltimore I rushed up to Bel Air, just too late 
to see the Pulling Contest but in time to see quite 
a bit of the Horse Show. Here were good saddle 
horses, hunters, ponies of all sorts and shapes. 
It was a busy scene indeed. A novelty class was 
well won by Harriett Stokes, riding, in the war 
paint of an Indian brave, her well broken pony 
Chicken Little, with a string hackamore. 

September 2. Was over at the Howard 
County Hunt’s Farmers’ Day at Glenelg by 9-00 
a. m. today, to see there the judging, by Joe Vial 
and A. H. Derr, of the draft horses and farmers’ 
classes. It was a fine sight, and one not easily 
duplicated, to see some fourteen or fifteen four- 
horse teams in the ring. Then the six-horse 
hitches were even a finer sight. The harnesses 
were appropriately decorated and drivers and 
horses put up a fine show. The horse and pony 
show was followed by the running of the Read 
Beard Memorial Cup race, in which Lewis Ran¬ 
dle scored his third win, thus permanently retir¬ 
ing the trophy, much to the loudly expressed joy 
of his happy and numerous family. 

Septemljer 3. After a Sunday spent in the 
office with the radio bringing war bulletins mo¬ 
mentarily it was a pleasure to get out to Ti- 
monium towards evening to see the horses that 
had already gotten in and those that were steadily 
rolling in. We saw the train pull in with the cars 
from Syracuse, including Sugar Grove’s Belgians 
and Myron Fuerst’s lot from New York State 
All appeared to have shipped well. 

September 4. Spent today. Labor Day, at 
Timonium, doing a bit of talking over the loud 
speaker system by which the judge’s decisions are 
announced to the crowd. The Percheron judging 
went on today, with Myron Fuerst’s small string 
taking both championships. Many and good

Went on to 
a meeting of the Horse Shows Association of 
Maryland at the Penn Hotel tonight. There it 
was decided to have the final judging of the Git- 
tings Trophy class at Timonium on October 21. 

Septenil)er 6. After watching the Clydes¬ 
dale show most of the day (with a little time out 
to see a race or two) I went back to Timonium 
tonight to see the light-weight teams perform 
on the dynamometer. A fine show they put up, 
the nine teams. There were an astonishing lot of 
people around the ring, many of them watching 
the affair for the first time. Joe Smith, of Taney- 
town, furnished the crowd with lots of laughter, 
for Joe loves a bit of fun and his efforts with his 
team were amusing indeed. 

September 7. Today we have had the Suf- 
folks out for show, and a fine initial showing the 
old breed made. They had the biggest mare-and- 
foal class ever seen at Timonium. The Suffolk 
people are an aggressive lot and are not going 
to let people forget their breed’s qualifications 
if they can help it. Tonight we have had the nine 
heavy teams pulling, they failing to set a new 
state record by an inch and a half, no more. 

September 8 . After the boys of the 4-H 
county teams had shown their hands as fitters 
and showers we headed south by way of Annap¬ 
olis to Mount Victoria, in Charles County, for a 
meeting of the Charles County Fair Horse Show 
Committee at the home of Mr. and Mrs. Bennett 
Crain. Having discussed the horse problems of 
the county as fully as may be we retired for the 
night to a great room whence one looked far off 
across the broad Potomac to the lights of the 
Virginia shore, many miles distant. 


September 9. Went out to inspect the fine 
old stallion Oceanic and some of his mates and 
his produce at Mount Victoria this morning, ere 
heading back to Annapolis for the nuptials of 
the Maryland Horse’s erstwhile Associate 
Editor, Ethelberta Macey, which event went off 
in fine form. 

September 10. From Annapolis we set 
off early for Upperville, Virginia, where the 
stock at Blue Ridge were inspected ere we moved 
on to Brookmeade Farm to lunch with Hugh 
Fontaine, after seeing the stallions High Quest 
and Psychic Bid, the latter seen for the first time 
for a couple of years. Dr. Edmond Horgan and 
T. Beatty Brown joined us at the delightful Fon¬ 
taine home where we had a long and interesting 
visit. Thence, after a plenteous luncheon we re¬ 
paired to Audley Farm to see Mr. B. B. Jones 
and to hear the sad news of his decision to retire 
from the ranks of Virginia’s Thoroughbred 
breeders. Arrived home after a long day at ten 
o’clock. 

Septeml)er 11 . Took the early ferry to 
Matapeake this morning to judge the drafters at 
the Eastern Shore Fair at Centreville. The Suf- 
folks and Belgians were judged today, with a 
good display of each on hand. The show being 
over by evening we drove down to Easton to 
spend the night at Forrest Landing with that fine 
judge of a horse. Major R. M. Stewart-Richard- 
son, and his charming wife. 

September 12. Percherons were the order 
of the day at Centreville today, with another good 
display of the breed, including many not on hand 
at Timonium. Back at the Stewart-Richardsons’ 
home for a long and restful night. 

September 13. Following the showing of 
the draft teams and working horses in the rain 
we had a pulling contest this afternoon at Cen¬ 
treville that drew an immense amount of in¬ 
terest, with a good number of teams contending. 
Then back home to catch up with belated cor¬ 
respondence and office work. 

September 15. Up at Fair Hill today for 
the pulling contest and to see the Cecil County 
Breeders’ Fair, a great attraction being the rodeo 
exhibition of local lads trying their hand riding 
steers, at which many did very well.

His 
stakes wins included the Futurity, National Stallion Stakes and Junior Champion. Pompoon 
also finished second in the New England Futurity, earning in all his races the sum of $82,260. 
a4t three Pompoon won the Paumonok Handicap and placed second to War Admiral in the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness Stakes, earning $18,250. As a four-year-old Pompoon won 
the San Carlos Handicap and the Dixie Handicap, in which famous slake he turned in a 
scintillating performance. He was also third in the Santa Anita Handicap. At five, this year 
Ponipoon placed second in the Massachusetts Handicap, the Wilson Stakes (to Eight Thirty), 
and the New England Handicap.

Economic as a two-year-old won the Tremont Stakes and placed second in the Great American 
Stakes. At three he won the Ohio State Derby, placed second in the Kentucky Derby and in 
the Wood Memorial Stakes. Economic won 5 races, placed second three times and won 
$30,710. Economic’s first foals came to the races in 1938. Of five registered foals of his first 
crop four have won. His second crop consisted of six registered foals, four of which have 
started.
